THE TROUBLE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
Jhe quarrel between Governor General 
Wood and the native officials of the Philip­ 
pine * government is a serious matter and 
not to be dismissed with a wTave of the 
hand. 
The American 
people 
will learn 
with surprise and disappointment that un­ 
der^ General Wood's regime native discon­ 
tent in the Philippines has grown steadily 
untiFnow fricton has become so serious as 
to {fause the resignation of members of the 
council of state and of the departmental 
secretaries. Regardless of who is right and 
who is wrong in the particular controversy 
which has brought the mater to a head, the 
clash which has now taken place reveals a 
state of affairs in the Philippines which is 
greatly to be regretted. 
Manuel Quezon, 
the 
president of the 
FhiJrppine senate, 
and 
the ablest of the 
Fijfjgjno leaders, has issued 
a statement 
which, whether the facts justify it or not, 
evidently sets forth the complaint of the 
Filipinos and expresses the feeling back of 
the present movement. 
The resignations, 
Quezon declares, are “a protest against the 
encroachment by the governor general on 
the constitutional rights already enjoyed 
by* the Filipino people." 
It is a great pity 
chat there should have grown up among the 
Filipinos a widespread feeling that General 
Wood was making this "encroachment," 
for such a sentiment is likely to develop 
into .a conviction that the United States is 
exercising a species of tyranny over the is­ 
lands. 
General Wood has a fine record as an 
* 
administrator and 
he is regarded as not 
only a strong man, but a just man. 
There 
Is every reason to believe that he deserves 
thqjionfidence which the Washington gov­ 
ernment has 
felt 
in him. 
Nevertheless, 
Washington cannot afford to deny to the 
Filipinos a full and fair investigation of the 
sitDation in the Philippines. 
Ardent sup- 
<$ 
porters of General Wood will make a great 
mistake if they try to dismiss the present 
oufcry against his 
rule 
by 
blaming the 
whole thing upon 
the 
administration of 
Governor General Harrison, whose attitude 
towards the Filipinos was 
liberal. 
The 
quarrel cannot be hushed up in that way. 
Th-eJrouble can be cured only by a mani- 
fesfc-purpose and effort on the part of the 
Washington government to investigate the 
catties of Filipino discontent and to do jus­ 
tice? 


A RIGID PLANT QUARANTINE. 
Newton Fussle in The Outlook. 


From gradual beginnings plant quaran­ 
tine in the United States has risen to its 
present peak of rigid exclusion. A total of 
54 different plant quarantines have been 
issued, of which 35 continue in force. The 
department of agriculture has greatly out- 
' distanced similar work done by any foreign 
{country. 
In the business-like offices and labora­ 
tories of a plant pathologist in Washing­ 
ton the word's fungi are being painstak­ 
ingly appraised, card catalogued arid de­ 
scribed. 
The traits and mannerisms of the 
more important of these potential enemies 
of American plant life are being carefully 
studied, so that the proper safeguards may 
be developed in the effort to keep them out 
of the country. 
As in the case of Spanish influenza, it 
has been observed that many of these dis­ 
eases of plants likewise become more viru­ 
lent after they have moved from one coun­ 
try to another. 
The virulence with which 
some of these imported plagues may attack 
| American plants has repeatedly been dem- 
! onstrated. 
It is as important from the point of view 
] of American plant life to protect our ports 
against these afflictions as it is from the 
point of view of human life rigidly to bar 
from our ports of entry immigrants suffer­ 
ing from scarlet 
fever, 
yellow fever or 
! smallpox.

mentarily In the eighth round of 
their

encounter at 
Boyles Thirty Acres. 
Both fighters have deposited for­ 
feits of $10,000 each to guarantee 
| that they will tip the beam inside the 
135 pound limit when they weight in 
this afternoon. 
Champion and chal­ 
lenger are hard hitters and good ring 
tacticians. Leonard has a more ver­ 
satile style of attack, and is faster 
but these may be offset by Tendler’s 
puzzling southpaw attack and excel­ 
lent defense. 
The challenger Is 24, 
three years younger than the cham­ 
pion, and has slight advantage in 
height and reach. 
Leonard has ruled the lightweight 
kingdom for the past six years, win­ 
ning the title from Freddy Welsh of 
England in 1917 by a knockout in 
the ninth round. 
Among Leonard’s 
knockout victims have been Charley 
White, Richie Mitchell, Rocky Kan­ 
sas, and Willie Ritchie, former cham­ 
pion. 
Richie Mitchell gave Leonard one 
of the hardest fights in his career in 
a bout more than tw’o years ago at 
Medison Square Garden. 
Dropped 
three times by Leonard in the first 
round, Mitchell arose to swing a 
right to the jaw that floored the 
champion for a count of nice. Leon­ 
ard weathered the storm and won by 
a knockout in the sixth round.

Fruit Punch.—Boll six quarts of 
water with tw*o cans of grated pine­ 
apple for 15 minutes; strain, press­ 
ing out all the Juice; add six cup­ 
fuls of sugar, and heat until dis­ 
solved. Cool, and aijd the juice of 
a dozen oranges, the juice of eight 
lemons, one quart of fresh-made 
tea, chilled, six pints of grape 
juice. After pouring into the punch 
bowl add one orange cut in pieces, 
two slices of pineapple cut in bits, 
one banana cut in slices. 
Add ice 
and serve. A pint bottle of apolli- 
naris water, added when first serv­

Mint Sherbet.—Cut very fine one- 
fourth of a cupful of mint, steep In 
one and three-fourths cupfuls o£ J 
water with the rind of a lemon. 
Add one and three-fourths cupfuls 
of sugar to one cupful of lemon 
Juice, let come to a boll, add a tea­ 
spoonful of softened gelatin to the 
hot mixture and stir until dis­ 
solved. Freeze and serve garnished 
w ith sprigs of mint. 
Summer Salad.—Soak one envel­ 
ope of gelatin in one-half cupful of 
cold water. When softened, add to 
one small can of grated pineapple, 
three medium-sized cucumbers and 
one onion, all put through the j 
meat chopper, and the juice of two 
lemons, a cupful of sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoonful of salt, and mix 
well. 
Bour into a mold. 
When 
chilled serve on head lettuce with 
dressing and whipped cream. 
Baked Salt Mackerel.—Soak the 
fish over night or until - the salt 
has been largely removed, placing 
the fish skin-side up in tile water. 
Drain and dredge with flour, cover 
with rich milk and bake from 20 
minutes to half an hour in a mod- j 
erate oven. If the fish Is not very 
fat, cream may be used instead of 
milk, making a most delectable 
dish. Baste occasionally while bak­ 
ing. 
The fish should be easily re­ 
moved from the bones when it Is 
properly cooked. 
This makes a 
good breakfast dish or luncheon 
dish with baked potatoes.
